All is in readiness for the word of 
command. The rehearsals of the 
solemn service.in the abbey are over 
and every seat in that historic pile 
will be occupied by some persan who 
by right of descent or service to Eng- 
land, or as a representative of the oth- 
er powers of the world; is entitled to 
sit there. 

The demand for seats has been un- 
precedented and many who are power- 
ful politically, socially and commer- 
cially, are disappointed, but the Duke 
of Norfolk, who, as Ear! Marshal. is 
in charge of the ceremonies in the 
abbey on the great day, has, in con- 
nection with Sir Edward Grey of the 
Foreign Office, done everything in his 
power to satisfy the claims of appli- 
cants for tickets. 

FOR SEVEN THOUSAND. 

There is room for only 7000 in the 
abbey and more than 50,000 appli- 
ecants for seats have been received. As 
a compromise, the government has ar- 
ranged for 40,000 seats on the review- 
ing stands, and these have been dis- 
tributed so that those who were dis- 
lappointed in obtaining admission to 
|the coronation ceremony may see the 

entrance and exit of the King, the 
Queen and their entourage. 

All arrangements for the lining of 
the streets by troops on the coronation 
day and during the royal progress 
through London, the day following, 
and for the supply of food for these 
troops and the hundreds of thousands 
of visitors, who will be in London dur- 
ing the festivities have been completed. 

The problem of the distribution of 
food throughout London, in view of 
the police regulations, which neces- 
sitate the closing of bridges and 
streets early on the mornings of the 
22nd and 23rd, will prove difficult, 
but arrangements have been made to 
prevent anything like a famine. All 
foodstuffs will have to be brought into 
London night, because, 
after 4 a.m., on » no com- 
mercial vehicles wan be permitted to 
enter. 

London next Wednesday night will 
be like a city about to be beleaguered. 
Supplies will be rushed in before the 
doors are closed. There will be a sim- 
flar rush Friday morning when the 
doors will be opened between 1:30 and 
4 a.m., in some sections, and 6 a.m. in 
others. At the stands, too, food will 
have to be laid in Wednesday night, 
as spectators will require both break- 
fast and lunch during their long wait. 
Spectators on the sidewalks will have 
to carry their own supplies, but the 
police have not lost sight of the fact 
that. a good supply of water will be 
needed and water mains are to be 
tapped so that thie fluid may be avail- 
able along the lines for those requiring 


it. 
TO FEED THE TROOPS. 

The feeding of the 60,000 troops 
will be a comparatively easy matter, 
Arrangements have been made with 
contractors for the supply of 15,000 
pounds of butter, 70,000 pounds of 
new potatoes, 6000 pounds dried beans 
and 200,000 tins of potted meats. Of 
liquids there will be provided for these 
60,000 soldiers and territorials 240 
barrels, containing fifty gallons each 
of beer and nearly 500,000 bottles of 
mineral water. 

The problem of London traffic, great 


las it always is, will assume a new 


aspect at the coronation and the 
staffs of the London electric railways 
and of the trunk lines running into 
London have been working overtime, 
preparing schedules to meet extraor- 
dinary demands of the coronation 


season. 

On the night of the ?2d, coronation 
day, from Lands End, in England, to 
John O’Groat's, at the extreme north- 

east of Scotland, the sky will reflect 
roe flames from thousands of huge 
bonfires to celebrate the coronation 
of the King and London's streets will 
"be ablaze with myriads of electric 
lights. 
ILLUMINATION OF LONDON. 

As for the illumination of London, 
nothing on so gigantic a scale has ever 
been attempted before. Of course, 
since the last coronation the use of 
electricity has increased to such an 
extent that more elaborate and she 
Hant devices can be constructed 
that London will be ablaze on the Boos 
tival days, and there will be fireworks 
in every borough, shire, town and 
county throughout the kingdom. 

The coronation procession will be 
in three parts.

fAS*OCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

MEXICO CITY, June 18.-—Before 
the end of this week there may be a 
change in the personnel of the Cabi- 
net of President De la Barra. From a 
reliable source it was learned today 
that one or two Ministers may be ap- 
pointed with the idea of securing for 
the Cabinet more men “who are in 
sympathy with the principles of the 
revolution.” 

Just what Cabinet portfolio or port- 
folios will be affected is a matter that 
has not penetrated beyond the inner 
circles, but indications are that reasons 
for the change will be inability of one 
or two members of the Cabinet, be- 
cause of earlier affiliations, to make 
certain appointments in their depart- 
ments ousting officers of the old re- 
gime. The change, it is said, will re- 
lieve the Ministers in question of an 
embarrassing situation, as the whole- 
sale house cleaning of cientificos and 
their friends has already gone farther 
than was earlier contemplated. 

Francisco I. Madero and President 
De la Barra have talked about the 
proposed change, but itis known they 
have not arrived at a definite deci- 
sion. It is possible that the difficul- 
ties may be tided over this week and 
the Cabinet kept jntact. 

MADERO A CANDIDATE. 

The possibility of having a sgen- 
eral convention of the revolutionists 
to nominate candidates for President 
and Vice-President was talked of to- 
day in political circles. It is declared 
inasmuch as the elections of a year 
ago, when Madero and Dr. Francisco 
Gomez were defeated for President 
and Vice-President, respectively, are 
looked upon by the revolu ists as 
fraudulent, the renewal of the’ candi- 
dacy of these two men under the in- 
dorsement of the leaders of the con- 
vention of a year ago would be sug- 
gested. 

Telegrams are pouring in to both 
Madero and Dr. Gomez daily asking if 
they will be candidates and affirma- 
tive answers already have been given 
by both 

Some opposition to Gomes as the 
vice-présidential candidate has been 
apparent recently, but the same clubs 
throughout the country that are pre- 
paring to support Madero are includ- 
ing Dr. Gomes, according to tele- 
grams recently here, and Madero him- 
self, though averse to influencing 
the choice of anybody, is said to desire 
particularily that Gomez his run- 
ning mate. 

ANOTHER POSSIBLE TICKET. 

Gen. Reyes and President De la 
Barra, too, are believed to have ex- 
pressed to friends that the Madero- 
Gomez ticket would meet with their 
approval, and inasmuch as both are 
siated for Cabinet portfolios should 
Madero win, it Is believed this will be 
the ticket foremost in the field. 

A movement however, also is on 
foot to place Madero at the head of 
another ticket with another vice- 
presidential candidate, perhaps Gov. 
Pino Suarez of Yucatan or Gov. Car- 
ranza of Coahuila, but definite an- 
nouncement of such plans has not 
been made.

ST. LOUIS, June 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) After midnight tonight all 
Missouri must refrain from its oft- 
exercised preogative of “sassing’’ the 
telephone girl. Should any native 
prefer to be “shown,” the Circuit 
judges are empowered to delegate his 
presence in the State penitentiary for 
the maximum of two years. Incl- 
dentally, the law is aimed at the rude 
person, who so far forgets himself as 
to employ profanity.

MOMUS DEPARTS 
FROM NEW YORE, 


Agents of Morgan Line Say 
| Strike is Broken. 


Steamer Delayed by Sand in 
Its Machinery. 


Recruits Jump Overboard to 
Picketing Tug. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, June 18.—<After a de- 
lay of thirty-six hours because of the 
strike of the International Seamen's 
Union, the Morgan line steamer Mo- 
mus, manned by more than 100 strike 
breakers, left here at 6 o'clock tonight 
for New Orleans. The vesse! weighed 
anchor early this morning, but halted 
an hour later when fourteen recruits 
jumped from her deck to a picketing 
tug, leaving her without sufficient 
men. Her engines also had begun to 
wheeze and the machinists discovered 
sand in her bearings.

CORNER BANDITS 
IN THE LAVA BEDS.

POCATELLO (Idaho) June 18.-— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.}] Posses of cow- 
boys have surrounded the two bandits 
who shot Conductor William Kidd and 
Deputy Sheriff Sam Milton on an Upe- 
gon Short Line train near Highbridge, 
Tdaho, Saturday, and a battle is immi- 
nent.

HOW ROME BUILT ROADS. 


Went Down to Solid Foundation 
and They Are in Good Condition 
Today. 

[New York Sun:] The great Roman 
highways did not exceed fifteen feet 
in breadth, and were sometimes a 
foot or two less. In corstructing 
them the earth was excavated till a 
solid foundation was obtained or in 
swampy places a foundation was made 
by driving piles. Over this, which was 
called the gremium, four courses of 
strata were laid, namely, the statu- 
men, the rudus, the nucleus and the 
pavibentum. The statumen, which 
rested on the germium, consisted of 
loose stones of a moderate size. The 
rudus, or rubble work, over this, about 
nine inches thick, was composed of 
broken stones, cemented with lime. 
Over all was the pavimentum, or pave- 
ment, consisting of large polygonal 
blocks of hard stone, and particularly 
in the neighborhood of Rome of bas- 
altic lava, nicely fitted together, so as 
to present a@ smooth surface. The 
road was somewhat elevated in the 
center to allow the water to run off, 
and on each side were raised foot- 
paths covered with gravel. At certain 
intervals were blocks of stone to en- 
able horsemen to mount. The roads 
thus constructed were of such ex- 
traordinary durability that portions of 
some mord than a thousand years old 
are in a good state of preservation.

According 
to another employee of the water de- 
partment, who knew the man very 
well, O'Neil could have retired from 
active work at any time he wished and 
lived the remainder of his life tn com.- 
fort om his savings but he preferred to 
work.

ES OF BOOKS. 

When Robert Louis Stevenson was in 
Monterey he made the acquaintance of 
Jules Simoneau and drank with him—a 
‘wery natural thing for -.m to do, seeing 
thet Jules was a vendor of wines. So 
warmly were the old restaurateur and the 
poet drawn to each other that thereafter, 
whenever he published a new book, Stev- 
ensen sent his ald crony a copy enriched 
with some verse in which he sang the 
praises of Monterey. Jules was often not 
far from poverty; but nevér so poor that 
want could make him part with these cher- 
janed volumes. Death alone tad power to 
separate him from them. Now they are to 
‘be sold by some of his heirs for whom the 
magic of old friendship has apparently lit- 
tle meaning. 


ANNED ORATORY. 
Congressional “debates,” as reported 
in the Record, are conducted with amazing 
celerity. On the 8th of this month Mr. Un- 
derwood of Georgia, having caught the 
Speaker's eye—which is more difficult 
to catch than either measies or whooping 
: “I yleld one minute to the 
gentleman from Maryland, Mr. Lewis.” Mr. 
Lewis said: “I have a few words of per- 
sonal explanation to offer.” Then he ad- 
‘Wressed the house with some remarks on the 
wool schedule. These remarks comprise 
$7,100 words and occupy thirty-nine columns 
of the Congressional Record. 
At the conclusion of Mr. speech, 
Mr. Underwood addressed the House for two 
hours end twenty minutes. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Payne of New York in a two- 
hours speech. Mr. Brantiey of Georgia and 
wf. Murdock of Kansas were then each ac- 
coréed one hour, and then at 4 o’clock and 49 
ininutes p.m. the House adjourned. 

The House met at noon. How it happened 
that twelve hours of speecimaking were 
compacted into less than 5 hours of time 
is nOt stated in the Congressional Record. 
But tt is shrewdly suspected that tne lino 
type orators in the Congressional printing 
office spoke most of the lines on their ma- 
chines. 

Debate by “leave to print” has its advan- 
tages. It saves brain wear and tear to Con- 
gressmen. it furnishes admiring constitc- 
@nts with canned oratory, and it is doubt- 
less quite as effective in influencing legisia- 
tion as the old-fashioned kind, when Con- 
gresemen voiced their few feeble remarks in 
tones of thunder, while their associates fled

ISCREDITED TINKERS. 

Another outcome of charter tinkering 
is the discovery that the amendments, so 
verbose and so nebulous, adopted last Feb- 
ruary, have practically nullified the power 
of the Civil Service Commission. This is 
the import of an opinion given by City At- 
torney Shenk to Dr. Haynes's commission, 
and Mr. Shenk has a habit of stating the 
law in a cold-blooded way that leaves no 
coubt. 

According to this opinion, the charter (as 


the tinkering last winter and the Council 
that dide’t have time to know what it was 
doing,) the Civil Service Commission can- 
not dismiss any employee, no matter what 
he does. The only power to dismiss is in 
the hands of the board, commission or per- 
son who is at the head of the department 
in which he may be employed. The civil 
service department becomes a mere em- 
ployment agency wherein applicants must 
be examined and qualified for the order 
of their appointment. 

Of course we are assured that this al- 
teration of the established order of the 
civil service is not dangerous because, if a 
board or commission or official permits 
violations of the civil service rules he will 
be answerable to the Mayor and the Coun- 
cil, who may be recalled by the people. 


back to the people.” That the alteration 
was not made in order to facilitate the 
elimination of the worst shirks among the 
tax-eaters is found in the provision. that 
any one dismissed may appeal to the Civil 
Service Commission, or it may review the 
case if he does not appeal. But the com- 
mission is without power except in case 
an employee has been dismissed. 

If an incompetent is in the Tax Collect- 
or’s office and he is a Good Government 
worker he may be continued, even if he is 
perniciously active in politics. He may 
spend his time organizing Alexander clubs 
and if the Tax Collector dves not choose 
to remove him, no matter how great the 
complaint, formal or otherwise, the civil 
service is powerless; it cannot act unless 
the Tax Collector does first. And we are 
not disposed to believe the present collector 
would do anything but encourage such po- 
lifical activity. 

The commission, on which sits Dr. 
Haynes, the “father of civil service,” (bor- 
rowed plumage) might fume and fret, but 
this is all it or any one else could do: 
First, appeal to the Mayor to ask the Coun- 
cll to remove the Tax Collector or pro- 
ceed against him in the courts. Then if the 


Mayor should not choose to stifle the infant 


industry of organizing Alexander clubs, 
which may be useful soon, the people must 
invoke the recall] on him and the Council, 
and hold an election costing $20,000 or 
thereabouts. Of course Dr. Haynes, his 
commission and the people would hesitate 
about such a way around Robin Hood's 
barn—the people much longer, perhaps, 
than Dr. Haynes, among whose progeny is 
the sacred recall (more exotic plumage.) 
Further analysis shows that Dr. Haynes, 
father, etc., was one of the secret, if not 
sacred, seven who devised, or limprovised, or 
accumulated the 120 pages of charter that 
was added last February. He was put on 
to strengthen and amplify the civil service 
idea. Because the doctor wanted to inves- 
tigate mine accidents in Europe he went 
away for months and lost track of the char- 
ter work. He may have been piqued be- 
cause five of the secret seven opposed es- 
tablishing the commission form of govern-

appeared rather badly mutilated and the 
commission is chagrined. Little is left ex- 
cept its head, and this is disfigured. And 
the doctor was particeps criminis to the 


p deed! 


The Times has not been an advocate of 
all the civil service methods established by 
the faddiste of Los Angeles, but it does be- 
lieve that the system ought to either be 
established in fact, or abandoned. There 
is mugh argument on both sides of the 
question, but there is no argument over the 
fact that the last bunch of tinkerers suc- 
ceeded in denuding the star-eyved goddess 
of some of her garments at licast. 

We have discovered that the Council 
has been stripped of power, to isolate it 
in commission, like the Lissner utili(ies 
board; and now we find that a secure ba. 
sis for transforming the civil service of 
the city to a political basis has been ac- 
complished. The complete check on po 
litical activity has been removed and any 
employee may be just as “perniciovs” in 
Good Government work as his superiors 
will let him, for they alone have the power 
to dismiss. An opportunity to wink at po 
litical activity has been given and it may 
be stretched to the limit. 

Which shows, as we have often demon- 
strateu, that “reforms” do not get very far 
away from the things that are condemned 
in order to preach “reform.” Practical 
machine politics, disguised as Good Gov- 
Organization, is now ready for its 


UR DEBT TO THE CONSTITUTION. 
Prior to the formation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States there were thirteen 
sovereign States in existence, united only 
by articles of confederation. The central 
government, that was created by these arti- 
cles, was temporary and inefficient, power- 


ernment’ are “instituted among men.” 

The Constitution created by the fathers 
was a new compact, by which a new nation 
was created.

IFTY years ago today one of the 
most pressing questions before the 
“ government in both the North 
and the South was that of creating an 
adequate navy with which to prose- 
= the war along the coast and at 
. The necessity on both sides was 
urgent. The North had the task of 
blockading 2000 miles of southern 
coast line. The South hoped to crip- 
ple ite opponent by destroying its 
merchants ships and their cargoes. 
The South's programme imposed on 
the North the necessity of sending 
out fast cruisers to chase its com- 
merce destroyers, thus depriving it of 
the services of much-needed vessels 
which to maintain the block- 


Furthermore, the North had need 
of a great number of river craft. It 
must create fiotillias for the Missis- 
sippi, the Ohio and their larger trib- 
utaries. It must have numerous ves- 
sels of light draft and peculiar build 
to pavigate the rivers of Virginia and 
the shallow sounds and bays of the 
tack

These officers made no attempt, on 
quitting the service, to take their 
shins into southern ports. In some 
cases this might have been done, to 
the great advantage of the South. 
That it was not done was due to the 
professional sense of duty that con- 
strained each officer to maintain his

But the strength of the navy lay 
at.this time in the steam vessels, and 
fifty years ago today the government 
had in service, or nearly ready to sail, 
five screw frigates of the Merrimac 
class,powerful and heavy vessels, six 
sloops of war of the Hartford class, 
four large sidewheelers and eight 
sloops of war of the second class, 
Other vessels were being purchased 
at a rate that would add to the navy 
list before the end of the year, thirty- 
six sidewheel steamers, forty-three 


ty-four schooners, eighteen barks and 
two brigs. 

Contracts had been let, or orders 
issued to government works, to build 
fourteen powerful screw 
(steam,) twenty-three steam gun- 
boats, which from the rapidity with 
which they were bulit, were known as 
the “go-day gunboats” and a number of 
double-ended steamers for use in 
southern rivers. 

The design of these latter craft was 
such that they could steam either way, 
on the principle of a ferryboat, and 
therefore could be navigated in nar- 
row streams 

Various New York ferfyboats were 
bought also for this service, and sent 
to Hampton roads for use in Virginia 
rivers. Among the other steamers 
bought were several designed for use 
in rivers, that were plated, like the 
ferryboata, with iron heavy enough to 
turn a rifie ball. 

In this way the navy was able to 
penetrate far into the interior of the 
Confederacy on streams that were not 
well defended by batteries and make 
war on the rifemen of the South; for 
all these river craft were well armed. 

The increase in the United States 
mavy fifty years ago, was at a rate 
that was to give it at the end of 1861 
a list of 264 vessels. 

The sailors in the navy when Lin- 
coin took office numbered about 76090. 
The increase was at a rate that would 
give the navy at the end of 1861 not 
less than 22,000 men, and at the 
end of the war about §1,500.
